encreaſed : The Commerce of Nations, the 
Trauſlating from one Language to another, i this running 
to and fro, whereby Mankind commanicate their general 
Sentiments, improve by the Correſpondence, and are ab- 
ſolved from the Curſe of Babel, | 
People that only meaſure 1hemſcives by themſelves, 
and compare themſelves among themſelves, take very 
ſeanty meaſures, and make very fond compariſons : when 
they are miſtaken, they have no way of reflifying them- 
ſelves, but enjoy a very great ſatifattion in being poſitive 
and immovable, tho' they are never ſo much in the wrong, 
= oppoſition to this, the World has always had a great 
deference to a Cathalick Sence ; ſo ſoon as ever Chri(ttani- 
ty enjoyed its liberty under the Glorious Emperour Con- 
ntine, there. was" ſuch an afſembling of Councils, con 
municating the Judgment of particular Churches for A- 
greement of the' whole, that the Heathens were wont to

deride the Chriſtians for tiring the Poft-horſes, and-wear- 
ing out the Stage-Coaches of the Empire. 
When Chriſtianity was Tranſubſtantiated into Popery, 
"and all the Methods of Religion turn'd againf? it ſelf, 
then was Catholiciſm made uſe of as the grand Inſtru- 
ment of its own Ruine : The general falling away, which 
was the Preditftion of a falſe Religion prevailing. was the 
_ argument, why that Religion was not falſe which 
had prevailed. | 

So that we have the Fudgment both of Friends and 

Enemies, thoſe who firfi. ſetled Religion, and thoſe who 
afterwards overthrew it, that the general Opinion of the 
Church of God ought to be of the greateft eſteems efpe- 
cially in thoſe difficult Caſes, where we are not our.ſetues 
able to determine our Duties out of the Holy Scriptures. 

"Ts then only diſputed, which is the Catholick Church ; 

that which ſhone bright immediately after our Saviowr's 
time, or that prevailing Fattion of Apojtates which cloud- 
ed the Heavens, __ caft a mift over the face of the 
Earth? But the Light of Truth is ſo ſprung forth agais, 
that the Queſtion vaniſhes ; "tis eaſy to dilinguiſ be- 
tween Day and Night. 

Now if the Chriſtians had ſo great au Opinion of their 
common Agreement, before their Religion was corrupted, 
why ſhould not we honour the ſame way £ And, ixce Refor- 
mation is but the Reſtoration of Primitive Religion, be 
glad to hear what foreigy Churches. ſay of thoſe Doftrines 
which are diſputed amongF? us. 

He is an Enemy to the Church of England, who would 
ſet it up againf} the Reform'd Churches of France and Ger- 
many, and of the Northern Crowns, where God is worſt 
ped alſo after the manner which his Enemies call Hereſy : 
Why ſhould not the Church of God be efteemed one Catholick 
Church: fince its Reformation as well as before its grand 
Depravation? There were as many Herefies and Schiſms 
| an

und\Erroury within its bawels then as_now, bat Yhe com- 
mon Agreement of the greater part in ſubſtantial Truths, 
made the Advice of one Church to another, to be very 
much reverenced and regarded. 

The Fudgment of Monfieur Juriets is not to be looked up- 
ow as his private Opinion, but as the general Sence of the 
good Chriſtians of Frarice; for the Papiſts had an Intrigue 
ro deſtroy the whole Reform'd Religion all over Europe, 
by perſwading the Proteſtants to ſtand till while they were 


ruined ; and to this purpoſe Monſieur de Meaux picks up 


. and ridicules the Deziſtons of their Synods, That it was 


lawful ro make uſe of Armsin favour of Religion. So 


that this is a Defence of their ancient Doftrine, and reſ- 
cuing the Right of Self-preſervation from the hands of their 
Enemies, in a mof? needful time when they would have ta- 
ken it away from all men, inorder to an Univerſal Deltru- 
Aion of the Truth. Certainly the French have demonſtra- 
ted ſuch eminent Loyalty and Patience, that they well de- 
ſerved ro be beard upon the Queſtion 

We may in England look back with ſome hbrror upon 
the - danger we have eſcaped; this piece of Polity was 


framed alſo for the fineft and ftrougef? Intrigue that could * 
bring about our Deſtruttion ; it was the preſumption of * 
Arbitrary and Irrefiſtible Power, of Abſolute and undeui- 


able Obedience, which. heartned our Enemies to ſuch at- 
tempts, as they-durft not otherwiſe have thought upon. 
They had the advantage of many Tears to make prepa- 
ration, by preferring ſuch to Places of Honour and xa 
who were themſelves generally the greatef? Slaves, and ſo 
were willing to enſlave others. The choice was made with 
a. greatdeal of Fudgment ani Curioſity ;' either of ſuch 


whoſe Atbeiſm and Debauchery made them ready t0 do any . 


thing, or-of ſuch:who had ſufftr'd under the Pretenders to 
Liberty, and therefore were inclined to an exceſs of Duty.

The better part conſider'd the Glories of ſuffering Rel:t- 
on, how much it was able to bear, and that Paſſive Obedi- 
exce had firft made its trinwphant entry-into the World; 
they therefore encouraged the inferiour Clergy to. ſuch a 
degree. that it was almof received as the Dottrine of the 
Church of England, that an Unlimited Authority was of 
Divine Right.; and that tho' Religion was never ſo much 
our Property, yet it had a property in it, to yeild up itſelf 
and every thing elſe to the will of the firft Invader, 

But ſo ſoon as the Rights of our Religious and Civil Li- 
berties were found to be mortally —_—_ and that its Ins 
rereft was to be deſtroyed by ſuch Sufferings as neither the 
Laws of Ged cr Man required, then could the Fathers of 
the Church no longer conceal a Truth, the negle whereof 
had near coft them, that which was dearer to them thay 
their Lives ; the tenderneſs they bore to their Children 
would not expoſe them to an unneceſſary Deftruftion. | 

After their. perſonal Sufferings, avd the Day-break of 
our Deliverance appear.g, the late King James was alarm'd 
with an expreſſion in the Prince of Orange's Declaration, 
That he.was moſt earneſtly layited hither by divers of 
the Lords bogh, Spiritual and Tempotal, and by many 
Gentlemen and others. > He thereſpre'ſent far the Arch= 
biſhop of Canterbury,. #46 Biſhops of 'London, Peger- 
borough, axd Rocheſter, to-fizu an Abborrence undev 
their. bayds. of the intended Iwoaſin. WR % 

But this they refuſed to-do; net heing able to give up

a Church, which by »he"Providoire of Crd was Ly Law 
ofabiſted and which they had'the Chart of Conte to 
them : They dur#ft not diſcountenance a Deliverance which 
(every body was then ſenſible) was ſo divinely offer d, 
and wherein al the PPoteſtant Intereſt of Europe was em- 
barked.' This Refuſal the Biſhp of Rocheſter hg lately 
publiſhed, and the 1/9} of Caniterbury has favoar- 
ed with a Licenſe we bis own hand. 

So ſoon as the late King James had thrown up the Go- 
wernment, cancell'd the Writs of Parliament, and with- 
drawn bimſelf from the Kingdom, 1hen did the Axchbiſhops 
of Canterbury aud" York, the Biſhyps of Wincheſter, St, 
Aſaph, Ely, Rocheſter, and Peileborough, with the 
Eords Temporal that were about London, aſſembled at 
Gaild-hall, devolv'd' themſelves upon the Prince of O. 
range; acknowledging his great Kindneſs; his Ex- 
pence, his Hazar&to'Refeue rlerh from ' Popery and 
Slavery.

not but want vany aduanteges, and we who were Reform d 
by a Prince, who did-nat only ſhake. off the Pope's Vſurpa- 
tions, but reſerved ſeveral , them.to binſel, are capable. 
of being made more happy. 

Thoſe that bave rravelld abroad, and ſearcht the Ar- 
chieves of the Proteſtant.Churches, find how the principal. 
Reforniers and Eftabliſhers of our Religjon-conjultedthem,” 
and how gretvouſly they were afflifted to be over-ruled by ſe- 
cular Men in the "ER abliſbment of thoſe things which were 
wot to be found in the Catholiciſm of theReform'd Religion.

Our moſt Dear Brethren, Grace and Peace be 
given to you by our God and Saviour Jeſus 


Chriſt. 
w E did in our 

laſt leave Mon- 

fieur Boſſuet en- 
deavouring with all his 
might to overthrow Do- 
Qor Burnet, by making 
him contradi& himſelf ; 
he was alſo labouring*to 


render the Reformation of 
England Odious, and feek- 
ing for ſome Variations 
upon the Article of the 
Lord's Supper. 

But theſe Variations be- 
ing laid aſide, and reſerv'd 
for Volumes, and perhaps 
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for

for future Ages, Mr. Boſ- 
ſuet in the remaining part 
cf his tenth Book enters 
upon the Wars of Religi- 
ON. 
The conſpiracy of Am- 
boiſe comes upon the Stage, 
dreſt up with I don't know 
how many RefleQions , 
and as many Demonſira- 
tions to prove, that it 
ought entirely to be 1m- 
puted to the Zuguenots, 
and had no other cauſe 
but Religion.

The Queſlion of Right 


1s concerned in the taking 
up, and uſing Arms. for 
the Defence of Religion, 
which Monſieur Poſſuet 
propoſes as a great Crime 
ia the Proteſtants. »—- 

' For ace the Guſpel'ac- 
knowledges no other Arms 
but thoſe that are Spiritu- 
al, the Church 1s not to 
attempt any thing but by 
the Word, nor to defend 
itſelf but by Patience. 

Thus the Primitive 
Chriſtians defended them- 
ſelves ; we cannot find 
that they repell'd force by 
force: Their Prayers and 
their Tears were the ohly 
Bucklers they oppoſed to 
the Violence of their Per» 
ſecutors : but behold now 
a new fort of Chriſti 
ans, of Retormers of the 

Church, 
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Chutch ' and the World, 
who take up Arms, that 
they may repel the Vio- 
lences of others by Violen- 
ces of their own. + 

Theſe are the fine com- 
mon places wherewith the 
Proteſtants of all Europe 
afe at this day entertain'd, 
to - perſwade them that 
they ought patiently, with- 
out any Emotion, to ſut- 
fer the utmoſt Efforts of 
Popery to their Ruin. 

The circumſtances of 
the- preſent time oblige us 
to enlarge 'a little upon 
this Queſtion; not only in 
way ot -Anſwer to Mort 
ficur de Meanx and his 
Frietids , but principally 
with a deſign to ſatisfie 
ſome who are truly Con- 
ſcientious, and not well 
inſtrufted as. to the ſenſe 
of this Maxim, That it ts 
not lawful to make ufe of 
Arms- in favour of Religi-

Why did the Popes ( to 
eſtabliſh the Authority , 
they pretend to have re- 
ceived from Jeſus Chriſt ) 
bring Deſolation upon Eu- 
rope? Why did they de- 
throne Emperours and 
Kings 2 Why have they 
raiſed Arms, and bid Bat- 
tles? Why have they en- 
gaged the Father againſt 
the 'Sori,, and the Son a- 
gainſt the Father 2 Why 

B 2 have 
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have they imployed the 
Armies of the Croſs, to 
maſſacre an hundred thou- 
fand- Waldenſes, and Al 
Bigenſes ? Why does the 
Tribunal of the Inquiſt- 
tion find Imployment for 
Hangmen, Fires, Tortures, 
Executions in favour of 
Religion? 

Why, when the Papi» 
ſtry would firſt ſet its Foot 
in any place, does it run 
to Arms with the utmoſt 
Fury? Why to- advance it 
ſelf dges it make uſe of 
the Moſt Abominable 
Crimes, Afſaflinations. , 
Treaſons, Poyſonings of 
the neareſt Relations, and 
Benefaftors themſelves , 
burning of Cities, Suppoſi- 
tious Shams,and other ſuch 
like Aﬀtions , of which 
both ancient and modern 
Hiſtories are able to. fur- 
niſh us with Examptes 2 

Why does Papiſtry im- 
ploy Dragoons, and Soul- 
diers to violate Confcien- 
ces, to make People deny 
a Religion which they be- 
lieve- to. be true, and to 
embrace that which they 
believe to be falſe ;. there» 


by conſtraining them to 
Prophane and Sacrilegious

Certainly *tis a great 
fineneſs of Wit for Mon- 
ſficur de Meaux to retail 
this ſevere Maxim in the 
preſent junture, That it 
is not lawful to employ ofty 
Arms in Defence w/ our Res 
ligion.

Suppoſe a Soveraign for 
ſome worldly Intereſt, for 
the refuſal of Tribute. or 
Homage, or i-an Humor, 
ſhould reſolve upon Malſ- 
ſacring a whole Nation , 
or one great party, is there 
any .one fo much a Flat- 
terer, as to aſſert, that 
ſuch a Soveraign has right 
to do it, and that the Sub- 
Qs have no right to de- 
fend themſelyes, to op- 
poſe fuch Violence with 
Force? ( 

Such an one will be 
confuted by all Mankind, 


for *cis believed by every 
one, that he has a right 
to uſe all means for: his 
own preſervation , when 
he 1s ſet upon by-an un- 
juſt Violence: 

Having made this Sup- 
poſition, let us make a> 
nother ; Suppoſe a Sove- 
raign ſhould attempt to 
Maſſacre his Subje&s up- 
on- the account of Religi- 
on; ſhall this cauſe of Re- 
ligion . which 1ntervenes, 
tye the hands of the Sub- 
jets, annihilate the Laws 
of Nature, deprive them 
of the inalienable Right of 
Self-Preſervation ? Shall it 
be lawful for a People to 
preſerve and defend them- 
ſelves when- they 'are to 
be maſſacred for refuſing 
unjuſt Taxes, and: ſhall it 
not be lawful to defend 
themſelves when they are 
to be maſſacred upon the 
account of Religion ? 

I muſt ſay this is a fot- 
tiſh piece of Morality: let 
him that. defires to lye at 
the Foot-ſtool of a Throne, 
and flatter Kings, main- 
tain it ; no man will ever 
really believe it. ' | 

'Tis 
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"Tis of no great advan- 
tage ro argue upon the 
Rightsof Soveraigns ; 'tis 
a queſtion we will not 
enter . upon. But thus 
much we ought to know, 
That the Rights of GOD, 
the Rights of the People, 
and the Rights of Kings 
are inſeparable : This good 
ſence demonſtrates , and 
therefore a Prince that an- 
nihilates the , Right of 
GOD and the Right of 
the People ,. does there- 
by. annihilate his own 
Right. 

Nothing is due. to him 
who pays nothing to any 
one, neither to God nor 
men. 

The Suppoſition we 
make, is not a Caſtle in 
the Air; and , without 
(peaking of Princes called 
Chriſtian (who have maſ- 
facred their Subje&s. up- 
on the . account of Religi- 
on) the Hiſtory of the 
Church preſents us - with 
Diocleſian, . who enterpriz- 
ed the extirpation of. Chri- 
ſtians by an univerſal Maf- 
facre: : Where is it to be 
found in the Goſpel, that

the Chriſtian Subjefts of 
the Roman Empire had no 
right to oppoſe this Vio- 
lence ; whereas, it for a- 
ny other cauſe than that 
of Religion, their Empe- 
rours. had oppreſſed them 
in. ſuch a manner , they 
might have had right to 
detend themſelves? If this 
be ſo, Religion is of the 
meaneſt concern - in- the 
World. | 

If the whole World had 
courage enough to ſuffer 
Martyrdom, the Spiritual 
Intereſt; of: Religion would 
not be ſo deeply concern» 
ed ; but when 'tis 'to -be 
conſider'd, that-in a Mil- 
lion of Chriſtians, perhaps 
not ten Thouſand of them 
are ſo diſpoſed : as : to- Ens;

tyrdom with admirable 
Patiefide. The Maccdbees 
had alfo the ſame way to 
fignalize their courage ; 
but they took another 
way, they took up Arms, 
they defended their Reli- 
gion, they ſhook off the 
Yoke of the Kings of Sy- 
ria, not only as to their 
hn but their Tem- 
poral Bondage. 

An — reſident for 
the States of the Znited 
Provinces in the laſt Ape, 
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who having taken + up 
Arms firſt to nywintain 
their Religion, then ſhook 
oft the temporal Yoke of 
Spam, and made them- 
ſelves a ſeparate State, 

Monſieur de Meaux and 
his Friends, who ſo bold- 
| Big mas the ZHollanders 

taking Arms upon the 
account of their Religion, 
ard for having taken that 
occafion to ſhake off an 
inſupporttable Yoke, ought 
to make out the difference 
between the caſe of the 
Maccabees, and that of the 
Low Countries. 

It is incumbent upon 
him, who fo furiouſly ral. 
lies our Synods for recom- 
mending an Abbot who 
bore Arms in defence of the 
Goſpel, to draw an Indidt- 
ment againſt the Memo- 
ry of thoſe grand Hero's 
of the Fewiſh Church , 
whom all Chriſtians ad- 
mire, and whofe Condu& 
they approve. 

But there is now an 
ObjeCtion fram'd from the 
Condu@ of the Primitive 
Chriſtians, who during the 
ten Perſecutions never ret1- 

countred 
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countred their Perſecutars 
with auy thing but Pa+» 
tience. -God torbid, that 
I ſhould diminith - their 
Worth, or abate any thing 
of thoſe Acknowledge» 
ments which are due to 
them : but I wants to be 
inſtructed, how they were 
in 2 condition to* provide 
againſt the Violences of 
the Rowan Emperours, 

I don't know that the 
Chriſtians were as one to 
five hundred, if you take 
the whole extent of the 
Roman Empire: Thereare 
Authors that believe Rome 
it felf could not number 
above forty thouſand Chri- 
ſtians in the ſecond ant! 
third Ages; - whereas in 
the laſt accounts, the Chri- 
Kians were reckon'd to 
riſe many Millions; ::-if 
then «here were do few in 
the capiteh City,how could 
there be:.fo great' an ap- 
Pearance 19. other places 2 
Tian fn: aciuld+ fo. ſmall 
a:manberob Pape; cats 
jerd\ thorough the: extent 
of ſo: vaſt. \a0 'Empire, 
iptainthemiclnes, where 
there whkreumnmanus Af- 
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mies on foot to guard their 
ſpacious Frontiers? *T'was 
not then onely Religion 
but Prudence in the firſt 
Chriſtians to ſuffer a leſs 
evil.to avoid a greater: if 
they had opened them- 
ſelves into a ſtate of De- 
fence, they had been ex- 
{pos'd to inevitable Death, 
{o that they had no other 
way but to conceal them» 
ſelves. 

Tertullian is cited upon 
this occaſion, who-reports 
that the Chriſtians fill'd 
the Cities, the Caſtles, the 
Armies ; but 'tis known 
that 7ertullian was an O- 
Tator, and aryplified things 
more than ever any Wri- 
rer'in the Cherch did. ft

At the bottom, it was 
not this fineneſs of Con- 
ſcience, which hindred'the 
firſt Chriſtians to defend 
themſelves againſt their 
Perſecutors: tor the. De 
yotional Perſons , ':whoſe 
Morality was ſo ſevere, 
were a {mall number in 
compariſon - to. others. 
And . by the complamts 
which the Fathers make 
of the Chriſtians Manners 
1in- their Age; it is eaſic 
to;colled, that ſo many 
Chriſtians, being then. ir- 
regular. in ghe other con- 
dud 'of their, lives,, did

would open ſome ſofter Me-: 


thods to prote& Religion 
from the Oppreſlion which 
was prepared for it, Thoſe 
that are near him, can wit- 
neſs, that tizere never was 4 
Prince more Zealous, and 
better affe&ed to the Truth. 
The Succeſs, which God 
hath given to his Enterpri- 
zes, may convince us, that 
he it is, whom God is plea- 
{-d to make uſe of, for ac- 
compliſhing his great De- 
ſigns, and for the eſtabliſh- 
meat of the True Religion, 
One might further ſay 
things much more conſide- 
rable for Juſtification of this 
Great Enterprize; with re- 
ſpe& both to. the Natwn and 
the Prince : but time will 
place them in a better Light,

. Nevertheleſs, the: Prince 
has, and always will have a

Theſe Succours 
failing, and his own Troopes 
declaring, that they could 
not fight againſt the Laws 
and Religion of their Coun» 
try ; he was relolv'd ſudden- 
ly to play the part of quit- 
ting his Throne : Chooling, 
rather not to Reign, than 
not to Retgn over the Laws; 
and to take the advantage 
of an odious imputation a» 
g2inſt the Proteſtants, that 
they had driven him from 
his Kingdom. 

Bur all Europe is witneſs 
tothe contrary : and if here- 
atzxer he looſes. the Crown, 
'tis a loſs for which he can 
only blame himſelf, having 
drawn it upon himſelf, part- 
ly by Violation of the Laws, 
and partly by his Deſertion.

its Revenge. 

But be wiſe, and Adore 
the profound Judgments of 
God, You fee in this E- 
vent, the firſt blow ro the 
ruin of Popery, which we 
have propoſed apparently 
near, out of the Prophecies 
of the New Teſtament : This 
great and ſurprizing. Revo» 
Jution will without doubt 
draw others after it, which 
ſhall be no leſs conſiderable. 
The Empire of Antichriſt 
hath not received ſo terrible 
a. check fince the laſt Age: 
it rouls down to its Fall, and 
God vifibly puſhes it. upon 
the Precipiece. | 

Keep ſilence then, my 
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Brethren, but do not ſuffer 
your ſelves to be* carried 
down the ſtream of Out- 
rages againſt him whom 
God hath choſen for the In- 
ſtrument of his great Work. 

Remember the Injuſtice 
which the Papiſts have been 
guilty of at this time : To 
violate Laws, which ought _ 
to have been moſt invio- 
lable, to break their Oaths, 
to trample under Foot the 
moſt ſacred Engagements, 
to ſeize upon the Miſerable, 
and force them to Abjurati- 
on,.to throw them into Pri- 
ſons, toſend them to Gallies, 
to Baniſh them, and confif- 
cate their Goods : This 1s 
all good and lawful for ad- 
vancing the Catholick Reli- 
gion, 

But to maintain the Re-. 
form'd Religion by main- 
taining Laws, and to reprels 
the Enterprizes of thoſe that 
would violate them, this is. 
an horrible Attempt,. an 10+ 
fernal AQtion.
